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ACT OF INCORPORATION a 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert ’Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner^ and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the aimual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, m the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1924, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut; and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be 
ex-officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to all the privi- 
leges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 

annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 

for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 
causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 

equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The president, the state 
home director and the state foreign secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut shall be ex-officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the President at 
the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the control of the 
Program Committee, which shall have the power to make all arrangements for speak- 
ers for the Convention, except the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to the speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be regulated 
by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, to report 
at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher of the 
next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed each year to 
report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, nominated by 
the delegates of the respective associations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting of five or more 
members, including the president of the Convention, the president of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the general secretary and the pastor of the 
entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

E. A committee on resolutions. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President. 
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ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1 . There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, consisting of 
six members appointed for three years, and so constituted that the terms of two of 
its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the committee, those 
named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose terms have not expired, to 
fulfill the period for which they were appointed, and the President of the Conven- 
tion, at the adoption of this Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two 
members to serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. If shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial Standing to act 
in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordination of candidates to the Chris- 
tian ministry; to assist as may be possible candidates ordained before their educa- 
tional preparation for the ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study 
to fit themselves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study recom- 
mended by the denomination, and to keep a record of the standing of Baptist min- 
isters in the state and supervise the ministerial list published yearly in the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to rep- 
resent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1 . The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual meeting of 
the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by itself; and one on the day 
preceding the next annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, un- 
less excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 
Removal of any member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership during the in- 
terim between annual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board 
shall proceed to choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 
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Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. The traveling expenses of the members to all meetings of the Board, 
excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of the Convention, shall be 
paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion when it is not in session and have supervision through the General Secretary of 
all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing money 
for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating societies 
included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, according to 
the Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated fi- 
nancial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be sub- 
mitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the Coun- 
cil shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an 
equitable basis the expense of promoting in Connecticut the work of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an equitable 
basis the expense of home missionary work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid of churches 
and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other workers in accordance with the 
rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to con- 
duct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director of 
Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either a 
person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 
who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 
Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall carefully audit 
the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. The Auditor shall be a cer- 
tified public accountant, or firm of accountants, of recognized standing. 
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Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all persons em- 
ployed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its membership the 
following committees which shall be charged with definite responsibilities in the work 
of the Convention: 

A. A Missionary Committee, to be styled "The Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the 
membership of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven members. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable of one mem- 
ber from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of one member 
from each association. 

H. Committee on Social Action, consisting of five members. 

I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the chairmen of the standing committees of the Board of Managers named 
above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its membership or from 
the Convention such other committees as may be necessary to the successful conduct 
of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions at least an- 
nually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. ''Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 
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(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall countersign all 
orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers 
at the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Con- 
vention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 
interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Permanent Funds 
belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents of the Con- 
vention to make their annual reports covering the same period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a missionary 
budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when approved by it, to the 
churches. The committee shall receive from the General Secretary an estimate of 
the amount of money needed by the Convention for the ensuing year and from the 
Council of Finance and Promotion the apportionment of the cooperating national so- 
cieties falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such information 
make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of Managers, with or 
without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Chris- 
tian education in its different phases, including Church School and Young People’s 
activities. Teacher Training, Church Vacation Schools, and all other lines of instruc- 
tion and study included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian edu- 
cation for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s plans 
of Christian education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting, 
through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chairman. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Con- 
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necticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and cooperate with him in 
circulating the paper. It shall present the interests of the paper to the Convention 
at its meetings and devise means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as opportunity permits, 
in the distribution of such literature as will best acquaint the churches with the 
needs and achievements of the Convention and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work. Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have charge of 
the work conducted by the Convention among New Americans, cooperating with the 
General Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests 
of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the 
Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the General Secretary and his asso- 
ciates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which 

the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting the interests of evan- 
gelism in the state. It shall seek particularly to lead the churches aided by the 

Convention out into evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service. 

(a) The Committee on Social Service shall represent the Convention, subject 

to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social 
agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall from 
time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting consid- 
eration. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the year, in the 

months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising during the in- 
terim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass on all applications for aid 
from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases as 
have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions to the 

Board of Managers at its next meeting.

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. The duties of such other committees as shall be appointed by the 
Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 11. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the committees of 
the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties shall be paid by the Con- 
vention. 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall submit to the 
Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, estimates 
of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of the 
work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 13. All standing committees of the Board of Managers shall provide 
for the keeping of an accurate record of their transactions in permanent form, and 
shall make reports to the Board whenever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 
Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
cation — shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity may occur, and seek to lead 
them into participation in the missionary work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as 

authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee: provided, how- 
ever, that with the consent of the Finance Committee he may in emergencies expend 
not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers 
for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers and its Execu- 
tive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can concerning the work of the Con- 

vention, but shall not have the power to vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities of all the 
committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a careful estimate 

of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of the Convention, to be in- 
cluded in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 

Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the printing of 
the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 
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Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General Secretary, as he 
and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of the General 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion, shall have special charge of the work of Christian education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. T reasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Secretary of the Board of Managers countersigned by the chairman or 
the vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and report and account to the Convention annually and each quarter 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum 
as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to the Convention through 
the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the committee shall require. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section. 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion. 

Section 8. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed by the Board 
of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS. 

1 . All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the General Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report 
of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 
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2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within 
the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for 
securing the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, 
shall confer with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Committee 
shall have been secured; and in' all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500 
or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of 
trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the 
Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at any meeting of 
the Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of 
the Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of 
Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f)j shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, after one 
year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear as The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of the Convention will be 
glad to talk with or advise any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct 
uses of the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of 
any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity rates will 
be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an ex- 
ceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life and assures the Convention 
of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor with- 
out deduction by the settlement of the estate.

Pollard, Bristol. Voted: that the report be approved and printed in the Annual. 

The Committee on New Churches reported through Rev. John L. Brown, Plain- 
ville, chairman, that no new churches had been organized during the year, but that 
one church, the Olivet Church, Hartford, had merged with the Memorial Church, 
Hartford. 

The Enrollment Committee reported through Dr. J. C. Jackson, Hartford, stat- 
ing that the figures were incomplete, but that the attendance was large and repre- 
sentative. 

The Committee on Place and Preacher for the 1937 Convention reported through 
Rev. George R. Atha

Date of Meeting — October 14, 15, 16, 1937. 

Preacher of Annual Sermon — Rev. Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford.

Voted: that the president be permitted to appoint the Standing Committees of 
the Cpnvention after the adjournment of the Convention. 

Voted: that the close of the Young People’s Banquet, which is a part of the 
Convention, that the Convention stand adjourned. 

The Board of Managers, through the general secretary, gave notice of a change 
in the Constitution, namely' that Article 3, Section 2, be amended to include the 
officers and members of the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion. Action on 
this recommendation will be taken next year. 

Voted: that Rev. Joseph J .Allen, New London, and Dr. John N. Lackey, Hart- 
ford, be appointed to the Board of Directors of the Anti-Saloon League. 

The report of the World Wide Guild was submitted by Miss Helen Barnum, 
Bristol, the state secretary. Voted: that the report be adopted and printed.

The report of the Children’s World Crusade was submitted by Mrs. Elbert E. 
Gates, West Hartford, the state secretary. Voted: that the report be adopted and 
printed.

Pitt Beers, New York. Dr. Beers conducted a forum on the denominational program. 

The Convention adjourned to allow The Connecticut Baptist Education Society 
to hold its 117th Annual Meeting, which was called to order by the president, Rev. 
Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford.

Rev. L. Louis Aber gave an address on "Youth Seeks the Christian Way”. 
Group conferences were conducted, as follows: "Youth Movement in America”, led 
by Mr. Aber; "A Church and Its Message”, by Rev. H. E. Hinton; "Issues of Per- 
sonal Christian Living”, by Dr. Edwin T. Settle; "Christian Patriotism”, by Dr. 
Vernon P. Bodein; "Happiness in Work and Play”, by Rev. Edward Nelson; 
"Building a Curriculum, for Children”, by Mrs. Percival E. Dixon and Miss Maud 
Dimmick.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Greeting: 

The Board of Managers, Rev. Burtt N. Timbre, president, and Elbert E. Gates, 
secretary, submits its one hundred and thirteenth annual report for the year 1935-1936. 
The regular meetings of the Board and Executive Committee and a special meeting 
of the Board have been held during the year. 

We regret that the Board must report a few changes in its personnel. James 

E. Griswold, Poquonock Bridge, who was also a member of the Evangelistic Com- 

mittee, died suddenly February 15, 1936. In addition to his service on the Board, 
he was a deacon and superintendent of the adult department of the Sunday School 
in the First Baptist Church, New London. Rev. Sankey L. Blanton, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, resigned to accept a call to the First Bap- 
tist Church, Wilmington, North Carolina. Mr. Blanton served the Convention on 
its Board, its Executive Committee and the Social Action Committee. Rev. John 
M. Moore, D. D., pastor of the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, resigned and 
has accepted an interim pastorate at the Oak Park Baptist Church, Illinois. Dr. 

Moore has also served the Convention as a member of the Board, the Executive 
Committee and the Social Action Committee. These men have rendered a notable 
service and have been a great help in the ministry of the Convention. 

In May, Rev. Horace B. Sloat, associate secretary, and also the Director of 
Promotion, and editor and business manager of The Connecticut Baptist, resigned 
to accept a call to the pastorate of the Federated Churches at Willington. Mr. 

Sloat served the denomination within the state for 16 years and has rendered a very 
efficient and commendable service which has been recognized by the Board of Mana- 
gers and the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion with suitable resolutions. It 
is a matter of congratulation that his resignation does not move him from the 
state. Before coming to the promotional work, he was pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Waterbury. 

The Finance Committee, W. S. Fuller, chairman, supervises and directs all the 
financial affairs of the Convention. All of its actions are authorized by and reported 
to the Board. This committee was charged by the Board, one year ago, to balance 
the budget for the year, with the purpose of not increasing the accumulated deficit. 
A cut in expenditures, due to the estimated income and expenditures, was impera- 
tive. A general cut was not deemed necessary, but a cut distributed with a minimum 
embarrassment to those effected, was made. The result is shown in the balance 
between income from all sources of ^37,031.91 and the expenditures of ^34,829.88. 
The Convention has an outstanding note of ^10,000.00. The surplus for the year 
of ^2,207.03 deducted from the note makes the accumulated deficit ^7,798.97. 

The Convention, with the approval of the Council on Finance and Promotion, 
solicited special gifts from individuals, as an "over and above” their pledges to the 
church quota. The special gift, if designated to items within the Convention bud- 
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get, were credited to the quotas of their churches, when agreeable to the donor. 
The sum of ^1,952.50 was secured. The amount of this Convention "Special” is 
^10,000.00. Two donors of a liberal amount, offered to donate the last ^1,000.00 
when the fund reaches $9,000.00. If this fund could be completed by the raising 
of $7,047.50, the $1,000.00 could be secured and the accumulated deficit liquidated. 

The Research Committee of The Northern Baptist Convention made a critical 
study of all the budgets of the organizations within The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion and after careful consideration of the probable income for the year, amounts 
were approved for the different organizations with the expectancy that the full 
amount would be available. The amount named for The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention was $19,200.00. 

Since April 30, 1935, the Convention has received a bequest from the estate 
of George E. Hill, of Rockville, amounting to $5,000.00 plus in cash and securi- 
ties. This bequest has been added to the permanent funds. 

In April, 1936, the Convention issued two two-life annuity contracts for $1,500.00 
and $1,700.00. These annuities were purchased by Mrs. Mary A. Gordon, of Ply- 
mouth, who made two of her friends beneficiaries of the annuity income for the 
rest of their lives. Late in September, Mrs. Gordon, who was a member of the 
Calvary Baptist Church, Torrington, passed away. She was a devoted member of 
the church, a warm friend of the Convention, and deeply interested in the whole 
program of the denomination. Her interest extended into other welfare organiza- 
tions. 

One annuity matured during the year, due to the death of Charles F. Gordon, 
of West Hartford. 

The Convention is authorized to issue annuity contracts and rates of interest for 
single or two lives may be secured by correspondence with the general secretary. 
An annuity secures an income to an annuitant at a much larger rate than can be 
ordinarily secured from other investments and becomes, on maturity, a help to the 
Convention in carrying on its work. The Convention is also authorized to receive 
legacies. Any person interested in extending the Kingdom of God in Connecticut 
in the coming years can do sc by including The Connecticut Baptist Convention in 
its list of beneficiaries when the will is drawn. 


Aided Churches 

The Aided Church Department is under the supervision of the Aided Church 
Committee, Rev. L. T. Mallery, chairman. During the last year there have been 
some changes in the list of aided churches — among these is Stratford Church, due 
to the resignation of the minister. This church has made application for a renewal 
of the appropriation as it has secured a pastor. Olivet Church, Hartford, which re- 
ceived aid from the Convention for a number of years, during the year voted to 
unite with the Memorial Church, Hartford. The title to the Olivet Church prop- 
erty is held by the Hartford Baptist Union. The number of aided churches in 
recent years has been reduced. There have been applications for aid which were 
denied on the ground of lack of funds. Calvary Church, Wiilimantic, sometime 
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ago purchased a residence and needed to have the lower floor transformed into an 
auditorium and was able to complete this work by aid from the Convention of 
^100.00. In addition to appropriations to salary of pastors, the Convention pays 
the interest and in one instance makes payment on the principal of the mortgage 
(Calvary Church, Torrington), Montville Union Church, First Church, West Haven. 

The statistics of aided churches will be found in the table attached to this re- 
port. 

New Americans 

The New American Work is carried on under the direction of the Committee 
on New Americans, W. E. Crittenden, chairman. Part of this work is carried on 
in cooperation with The American Baptist Home Mission Society. Three of the 
missions are not included in this cooperation, namely, the Czech o-Slovakian missions 
located in Bridgeport and Torrington, and one Italian mission, that of Hartford, 
which is located in Central Baptist Church, Hartford. This mission does not re- 
ceive an appropriation from the A. B. H. M. S. since May 1, 1936. These mis- 
sions annually contribute to the unified budget of the denomination and are doing 

good work. The Hungarian mission, at Wallingford, suffered a severe loss in the 
death of its pastor. Rev. Joseph Kovach, who died in April. Since that time the 
church has been without a missionary. A successor to Mr. Kovach will probably 

be found in the near future. During the interim extensive repairs are being made 
on the chapel owned by the Convention. This was made possible by the work of 
the mission people themselves and an appropriation from the Convention. The 
Waterbary Italian mission, which is aided by the Convention, which also pays the 
interest and an amount on the principal of the mortgage, has during the year gen- 
erously contributed to the amount of ^200.00 on the principal. In connection with 
this mission there was a residence, known as the Burton Street property, which was 
sold during the year. The proceeds of this sale covered the mortgage and relieved 
the Convention from further payments and up-keep. 

Christian Education 

The Christian Education Department, financed by the Convention in coopera- 
tion with The American Baptist Publication Society, is under the direction of the 
Committee on Christian Education and the director. Rev. O. P. Campbell. This 
department, in addition to the education work it carries on in the Sunday schools, 
young people’s department and daily vacation schools, also sponsors and directs the 
Summer Assembly. This assembly reached its highest point in the matter of at- 
tendance, being ten percent over that of the last year. The assembly has made 
for itself a permanent place in the program of the Convention and its worth is re- 
flected in the increased interest of the young people who attend in their own local 
churches. 

Mr. Campbell, in addition to his work within the state, is annually on the 
faculty of the New England Baptist Conference School of Methods at Ocean Park. 
In July, he was one of those representing the Baptists in an interdenominational 
conference of religious leaders concerned with adult education which was held at 
Conference Point, Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. 
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A full report of this Department will be found in the report of the Director. 

The appreciation of the Convention is due the Publication Society for con- 
tinuing the work of Mrs. P. E. Dixon, children’s worker, without financial aid 
from the Convention. 

The Board would direct the attention of the churches to the Publication Society 
and its publications. Churches wishing to purchase educational materials and books 
of any kind used in churches or by individuals can secure these through the Publi- 
cation Society. This is not restricted to Baptist Publications. Those of other pub- 
lishing houses can be secured by our Society which receives a commission on all 
such sales. 


Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion is an independent organization 
as far as its activities are concerned. It is connected with the Convention through 
the membership of the Promotion Board. It reports its activities to the Convention 
and to the Council on Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 
During the year, as recorded above. Rev. Horace B. Sloat submitted his resigna- 
tion which was regretfully accepted. The committee appointed by the Board, acting 
with Dr. W. H. Bowler, of New York, was fortunate in securing as Mr. Sloat’s 
successor. Rev. H. E. Hinton, who began his work on August 20th. He is well 
qualified by education, experience in the pastorate, and on the foreign mission field, 
for this task. He is a graduate of Bates College and Newton Theological Institu- 
tion. He has taken special studies at Harvard University. He was a missionary 
under our Foreign Mission Society and served as principal of a boys’ high school 
in Mandalay, Burma. 


Suffield School 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund for Suffield School, 
which has for its goal ^50,000.00, received during the last year ^1,539.59, making a 
total of ^38,439.59. This fund has been slowly built up over a term of years. 
The income from it is assigned for scholarships to help worthy boys, preferably from 
Connecticut homes, to get an education. The continuation of this fund toward its 
goal is dependent upon the yearly action of the Conv^ention. Last year the sum of 
^3,000.00 was added to the missionary quota of the state and the percentage paid 
to the school was fixed by the relation of the ^3,000.00 to the state quota. The 
Board recommends the renewal of this action for the current year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, president, and 
Rev. Major L. Johnson, secretary, continues its work of furnishing aid to students 
preparing for religious work. In addition to the income from a small permanent 
fund the Convention appropriated ^1,150.00. A full report of the activities of 
this Society will be found in this Annual. 
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Affiliated Organizations 

The Convention has happily continued its affiliation with the Woman^s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary L. Howard, president. During the year 
^100.00 was given to the Society. Its annual meeting is held in the spring and 
its annual houseparty this year was held at Montowese House, Branford. All re- 
ports indicate that it was one of the best. 

New England Baptist Conference furnishes the Ocean Park School of Methods, 
an opportunity for young people to spend fourteen days at Ocean Park, Maine. A 
fine faculty is gathered together and a distinctively spiritual atmosphere prevades the 
whole school and ample time and opportunity is given for healthful recreation. The 
Convention is represented on its list of officers and trustees by the director of Chris- 
tian Education and the general secretary and appropriates 05O.OOi a year to its work. 

The Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education is included in 
the organizations affiliated with the Convention. Whilst it makes no direct appro- 
priation to its funds, the services of its secretaries and members of the Board are 
given to its counsels. 

The Mens State Council. The program of the State Men’s Council was inter- 
fered with by the floods in the spring and the simultaneous Fellowship Dinners pro- 
posed were abandoned. A very interesting Outing and Conference was held in 
June at the Montowese House, Branford. 

Publications 

The Board again calls the attention of the churches to The Connecticut Baptist 
which has made for itself a useful place in the publicity and promotion of Baptist 
work within the state. Rev. H. E. Hinton has been appointed editor and business 
manager. Secretaries Campbell and Gates are associate editors. The paper is 
supported by appropriations from the Promotion budget, the Convention budget, 
one advertisement and subscriptions. We urge upon the churches the advisibility 
of recommending the paper to all their members. The price is only 25 cents per 
year. 

Missions magazine continues and improves its quality and standing among mis- 
sionary publications. It is one of the outstanding missionary periodicals of the 
country. For upwards of thirty consecutive months subscriptions have increased. 
Its list of readers and subscriptions should be further increased. The price of sub- 
scription is within the reach of everyone: single copies ^1.25, (clubs, five or more, 
^ 1 . 00 ). 

The Watchman-Examiner. The field of The Watchman-Examiner extends 
throughout the territory of The Northern Baptist Convention, and it has been for 
several years the only regular publication in that field. In addition to its articles 
it carries news from churches all over the country. 
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Recommendations 

1st. The State Convention, through the Committee on Evangelism, is cooper- 
ating with the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America and the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches and Religious Education in promoting the National 
Preaching Mission in Connecticut. Representatives of the Convention are members 
of the special committee directing this movement in the state. The Mission, which 
began early in September, will have three phases. Following meetings in the larger 
cities throughout the country, at which members of a team of fifty distinguished 
preachers of the United States and Europe will speak, it is proposed to hold two- 
day missions in other strategic centers, these to be followed by more extended meet- 
ings in local churches. In Connecticut the proposal is that the two-day missions 
shall be held during the National Week of Prayer, which is the first week of January, 
and that the meetings in the individual churches follow at any time up to Easter. 
None of the larger meetings at which members of the national committee of preachers 
are to speak have been scheduled in Connecticut, but the Connecticut Council of 
Churches and Religious Education has secured some of these speakers for its annual 
meeting on December 5 and will devote the entire program to their addresses. Those 
to speak include Dr. E. Stanley Jones. Bushnell Hall has been engaged for the 
meeting, and it is expected that large delegations will attend from all the churches 
of the state. Each denominational body is asked to help as it can to encourage 
attendance by its constituency at this meeting, and also at the two-day missions in 
the larger centers of the state during the first week of January. They are asked 

further to assist their churches as may be possible in planning and conducting the 

more extended local evangelistic meetings between the National Week of Prayer 

and Easter. The Connecticut Baptist Convention will do its best to co-operate in 
all these ways to promote the success of the National Preaching Mission in this state. 

2nd. Forward Movement. Your Board directs the attention of the churches 
to the Forward Movement of the Northern Baptists and its program for the current 
year. This program is wide in its scope and definite in its goal. It seeks to include 
all the program of the denomination in its objective and by its Forward Campaign 
to finance the denomination so that present fields may not be abandoned and new 
openings may be occupied, thus we may help the Master answer the prayer he 
taught us, that we often repeat together: "Thy Kingdom come. Thy will be done 
in earth as it is in heaven”. The paths leading to the fulfillment of the vision 

of Jesus and His church are named: Evangelism, Missions, Christian Education, 
Social Action, Youth. The budget of the Convention is dependent in part on the 
progress of the denominational program. The "Convention Special” is within the 
scope of the Forward Fund and all gifts to it become a part of it. 

An ancient people, homeless and without a fatherland, in a time of doubt, per- 
plexity and a dark outlook, adopted the slogan "Go Forward”. The forward move- 
ment of that day brought great and enduring results. It brought Israel to the goal 
sought, the Promised Land, where through the following centuries the succeeding 
generations established a religious commonwealth, secured a permanent place in his- 
tory and gave to the world Jesus and His church. That Church and its responsi- 
bilities has come down the years to this generation. She faces problems, which must 
be solved and opportunities, which urge us forward. Dare we be disobedient to the 
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vision? Dare we fail the Master? Dare we withhold spiritual bread from the needy 
and despairing world? Someone stated a great truth, which does not fully possess 
us, when he said, "Anyone possessing anything that the world needs is in the debtor 
class”. To liquidate this common debt Christians must cooperate, share and sacrifice 
and give. All the followers of Jesus are included in the Great Commission and 
obedience to it within the power of all. The response to this Clarion Call is three- 
fold. It may be made by prayer, in person and by gift. "Jesus stands over against 
the treasury”. We can almost hear Him say: I gave my life, my love, my gifts 
to thee. "Freely ye have received, freely give.”

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THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST BOARD OF PROMOTION 
Report for Year Ending April 30, 1936. 


This report covers the first full year of promotional activity under the newly 
constituted Board, as organized on January 10, 1936, Hartford. 

The activities sponsored by the Board were, for the most part, suggested by 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Constitution, 152 
Madison Avenue, New York. 

The aim of these activities was, through information and education, to make 
more adequately effective the world-outreach of the corporate ministry of the churches. 

The program consisted of addresses made, conferences and forums conducted in 
Churches, Associations and State groups, by State and National leaders including 
many Missionaries. Added to this form of presentation was the distribution of 
timely literature, as, e. g. that featuring the completion of 100' years of missionary 
effort in Assam, Bengal-Orissa, South China, and South India. Mention should 
be made of the January reading booklet. Milestone; Every Member Canvass material 
and Forward Fund Days literature. Stereopticon slides were used in some of the 
churches. 


Men’s Outing and Conference 

In September, 1935, on Saturday and Sunday, the 7th and 8th, the men met 
at the Montowese House, Branford, in their fifth annual get-together. Twenty-one 
churches were represented by 80 men. The guest speakers and leaders were. Dr. 
W. H. Bowler, New York, and Rev. Phillip Curtis, South India. Through the use 
of a questionaire, a discussion was conducted along the following lines: 1. The en- 
listing of men, by men, in the work of the church. 2. The use of the missionary 
text books for the current year among men. 3. The organizing of men in steward- 
ship study classes. 4. The definite task of winning men to Christ by men. 


The Every Member Canvass 

The Council of Finance and Promotion is irrevocably committed to the E. B. C., 
as the best method for increasing the financial production of a church, when prayer- 
fully and painstakingly put on in the church constituency. 

As the years have come and gone there has grown up out of the experiences 
of the churches, succeeding at this task, a very definite body of literature, on the 
E. M. C., of incalculable educational value, which set-up may be adapted to the 

use of any sized Church. The First Church, New Haven, facing its E. M. C. in 

1935, examined this literature, re-edited and adapted the plan to its local situation, 
put on the canvass in a thorough fashion, followed through, and was rewarded by 

an increase of more than ^700.00 on the current expense budget and more than 

^400.00 on the missionary budget. 
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A New Idea 

In November, 1935, Lester T. Randolph, New York, and the Director of Pro- 
motion held informal conferences with a small group of men in Bridgeport, New 
Haven, New London, and Hartford, discussing the wisdom of having in each As- 
sociation some individual or committee who or which might act in an advisory ca- 
pacity in all matters touching the E. M. C., whenever so requested by any local 
church. This idea is growing and seems to be a much needed step in the direction 
of advancement. 


Mid- Year Meetings 

These meetings have become a Connecticut institution. They originated in this 
state for the purpose of imparting information to the churches. They have been 
held always the last week in January and the first week in February. This year 
they were held on January 28, First, Bridgeport; January 29, First, New Haven; 
January 30, Hartford Central; February 4, Norwich Central; February 5, Jewett City; 
February 6, Willimantic First. The program was built around the theme: "Thy 
Will Be Done” (Matt. 6:10). The team consisted of Dr. A. F. Ufford, East China; 
Rev. George H. Holt, California; Mrs. Arthur M. Brown, Jewett City; assisted by 

the General Secretary and Director of Promotion. A number of local pastors and 

representatives of the laity made constructive contributions to the program. 

The Forward Fund 

The projecting of this fund was the beginning of an effort, not only to turn 

the tide of missionary giving in our churches, it was that, but it was also the be- 

ginning of "a movement definitely to place our missionary enterprise on a perman- 
ently higher level”. 

To reach this desired end the denomination set for itself the task of raising 
^500,000.00 over a period of two years, the same to be completed by April 30, 1937. 
It was definitely stated that the amount was to be over and above the level of the 
receipts for the years 1934-35. The churches were circularized with a deal of telling 
literature on the movement, as, e. g. "The Forward Fund in the Local Church , 
"Shall Our Church be a Forward Fund Church?”, and "Steps Forward”, a booklet 
containing information concerning the work of missionary organizations participating 
in the receipts raised through the completion of the Fund. 

In this connection was planned in many cities throughout the area of the N. 
B. C., including Hartford, Forward Fund Days Programs. As a prelude to such 
a program in Hartford, there was held in the Men’s Club room of the Central 
Church, on February 25, a joint meeting of the State Convention Board and the 
State Board of Promotion, together with the representatives of all National Societies 
and Board, residing in the state, to hear Dr. P. H. J. Lerrigo, recently returned from 
his tour of our African Mission Fields. 

The dates set for the Forward Fund Days program in Hartford were March 
22, 23, 24, 25. The team assigned to Connecticut consisted of Dr. Charles E. 
Goodall, New Jersey, leader; Dr. G. Pitt Beers, New York; Miss Elsie Kappen, of

the Fields Activity Department, N. Y.; and Dr. A. F. Ufford, East China. The 
program was not carried through because of the disastrous flood that hit the city 
at that time. For the same reason, the Men’s Simultaneous Fellowship Dinners, 
planned for March 23, were cancelled.

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THE CHRISTIAN EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

During the last twelve months this department has carried on the usual activi- 
ties; building programs, promoting vacation schools, and distributing materials from 
the office; visiting churches, holding conferences and participating in conventions on 
the field. In the program of Christian education certain specific advances and em- 
phases have developed. This report calls attention to these, especially in the increas- 
ing participation of people in such phases of the program as training for service, 
children's work, young people^s work, adult education, and the summer assembly. 

Training for Service 

For many years our department has been a part of a program of leadership 
training growing up through the educational experience of Protestantism. Based 
upon this experience there is now appearing a shift in method and purpose that is 
in keeping with the demands of today for the spiritual growth of the church and 
her workers. In the past we have over-emphasized the importance of personal recog- 
nition and thus not only burdened ourselves with accrediting complications almost 
impossible to explain, but we have unwittingly encouraged an unwholesome regard 
for winning prizes and official position. W^e have discovered the need of motivating 
the incentive to leadership with the teaching of Christ when He said: ' Whosoever 
will be chief among you, let him be your servant. (Matt. 20:27) . The department 
has changed its title to "Leadership Education” and may eventually drop the word 
"leadership” and give it some such name as "Education for Service”. We are seek- 
ing to provide a program in which normal participation in the work of the church 
will result not only in the development of technical skills but in the experience of 
spiritual power essential for effective Christian service. To this end the leadership 
education curriculum is being made more elastic and adaptable to individual and 
local church needs. Throughout our entire teaching ministry to the church we wish 
to appeal less to the interest in prizes, points of credit and personal pride in official 
leadership, and more to the unselfish love of service and the joy of Christian living 
as the main motivation. We therefore commend our new leadership program to the 
churches and urge not only a general participation in training classes and community 
schools, but a continuous evaluation and development of progress and the personal 
religious growth of individuals serving as teachers and church officers in every ca- 
pacity. The number of people who have taken training courses have increased in the 
state, but the statistics in no sense measure the spiritual values and leadership skills 
being produced in the experience of all those who are gladly carrying the responsi- 
bilities of the church’s activities. 

Commission on Christian Education 

Last year the Convention Board authorized the setting up of a Commission 
larger than the Education Committee which should meet annually to review the pro- 
gram and define objectives and plans for the future. The second meeting of this 
Commission was held at Storrs for one day in the period of the Summer Assembly. 
Pastors were invited to send four of their workers to this meeting and 81 people at- 
tended. Following an address by Dr. Frank Otis Erb of Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
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School faculty, the Commission worked throughout the afternoon in five sections. 
These sections listed definite recommendations concerning: children’s work, young 
people’s work, adult education, administration and leadership education, and social 
education. These findings are published in The Connecticut Baptist and will be 
followed up in the churches as thoroughly as possible. We hope all the churches 
and the persons who thus shared with us in the plans of the State Convention for 
Christian Education will feel a deeper personal interest in it and become more use- 
ful as leaders in their churches and associations. 

Sunxmer Assembly Survey 

Last year we participated in a general survey of all the summer assembly work 
in the Northern Baptist Convention The education department of the national 
office gathered extensive data from the assembly management, and youth in all 
assemblies concerning organization, administration, program contents, needs and pur- 
poses being served, et cetera. This information was carefully analyzed and presented 
to the national and state directors where it was studied for a week at a meeting 
in Chicago last February. The summer assembly was defined as a community of 
Christian living, where lives are changed and enriched, through worship, study, work, 
play and inspiring fellowship with God and fellow-Christians. The methods and pro- 
grams, with the experience of those most responsible for their administration, were 
tested and evaluated. We came through this conference feeling that our summer as- 
sembly program and its administration would be tremendously improved. In addi- 
tion to this as our major emphasis at this meeting, we reviewed our entire educa- 
tional program as we do in this department of The American Baptist Publication 
Society every two years. 

Young People’s Work 

We have kept in touch with the churches, informing them of the important 
emphasis in our denominational work and in the United Youth Movement. We 
have worked with the various agencies represented in the general Youth Council of 
Connecticut, seeking to make real to the churches the spiritual power and leadership 
resources of the Christian Youth 'Building a New World Movement. The time has 
come when we need to extend our state youth activities into more positive and active 
participation in the denominational and interdenominational youth movements. As 
president of The Northern Baptist Convention, Dr. James H. Franklin established 
a series of regional Baptist youth conferences across the country last year. This met 
with such a response and served so well to consciously relate our young people to 
the work of the Convention that it is continued this year and may become a perman- 
ent part of the annual program of the denomination. The Christian Youth Move- 
ment is increasing in its power to challenge and inspire the young people of all the 
Protestant churches to accept all the implications of Christian living in a world grow- 
ing ever more desperate in its confusion. The Education Department needs a small 
amount of money with which to call leading young people into counsel and to send 
delegations of them to some of the very significant conferences which are serving to 
introduce the generation now taking over the work of the church to their task. We 
need to send representatives to the rallies and conventions of Northern Baptist Youth 
and to such interchurch conferences as the North American Youth Conference at 
Lake Side, Ohio, last summer. 
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The director contributed his annual service to the work of the New England 
Baptist School of Methods, as a member of the board of directors, the education 
committee and as a supervisor of teaching during the two weeks session of the school. 
This important project of New England Baptists is passing through a serious stage 
of readjustment as the program has developed in relation to educational progress and 
in relation to the Ocean Park Association whose equipment we use and the Royal 
Ambassador Camp, a more recent institution built on adjacent property. Efforts are 
being made to bring those three programs together in the unity or coordination essen- 
tial to the success of all our work here. The School of Methods this year was the 
usual success. 

The Convention project of major interest to the young people is the Summer 
Assembly at Storrs. There v/as a ten percent increase in attendance this year. Our 
greatest need for this work is sufficient funds to add to the personnel of leadership. 
All our workers give their time freely without charge, but our budget does not allow 
sufficient funds to pay the board and lodging expenses of enough people to adequately 
manage the situation. With the continuous enlargement of this program, we need 
to provide immediately for a half dozen more on our staff of leaders. 

All features of the program were set in the atmosphere of real life situations, 
providing not merely information about the Christian life, but a real experience of 
it in a truly Christian community. This may be strikingly illustrated by our project 
in race relations. We went beyond the usual kind of study and class work giving 
instructions about the problem to a real experience in race relations in which attitudes 
and prejudices were transformed. With the cooperation of the Department of Mis- 
sionary Education, the Connecticut Woman’s Baptist Mission Society, some of our 
negro churches, and some gifts from generous individuals, we were able to secure 
Miss Pearl Tatten, a negro teacher in one of our Mission Colleges, as a teacher and 
a delegation of choice high school youth from our negro churches, as members of 
the Assembly community. We also had some Russian, Italian and Chinese repre- 
sentatives. It proved to be a living example of creative education and how mutual 
understanding and respect are to be learned in this area of tragic conflict. As Dr. 
Frank Otis Erb said of our Assembly, "This is not where you tell your people how 
to do creative education, it is where you do it.” 

In view of depression economies having retarded the effectiveness of our work 
with the young people at the Summer Assembly and their active participation in the 
denominational work and in the general Youth Movement, we feel it imperative that 
the Convention restore some of the financial reductions made in this department. 
This is necessary not only to take care of the growth in this part of our program 
but also to conserve the values of the investments we are already making. We, there- 
fore, recommend that the Finance Committee be requested to take these needs under 
consideration and make whatever provision may be possible to meet them. 

Adult Education 

Doubtless one of the most significant movements emerging in the churches just 
now is the universal interest in the Christian education of the adult membership. 
We live in a world that is run by adults. For good or ill, they make our homes, 
produce the succeeding generation, run our schools, our industries, our government 
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and our churches. Without educational vision and spiritual power in those who con- 
trol the life and policies of the church, we can do little to save either our children 
or adults. This summer it was the director’s privilege, with about 200 other repre- 
sentatives of evangelical Protestantism in North America, to participate in the launch- 
ing of the United Christian Adult Movement, at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. This 
Movement is conceived not as an organization but as spiritual power to be released 
in human lives and in the existing organizations of the church and community. Near 
the close of the twelve days spent in this conference a group gave expression to their 
feeling of its significance in the following statement: 

"We are convinced that we are witnessing here the birth of a movement 
in American churches which promises to release and direct vast resources of 
spiritual power toward achieving a better social order and revitalizing adult 
religious life. It goes forward through a local and field program with suf- 
ficient common elements and characteristics that all those in the movement 
have a sense of oneness and fellowship in their effort to achieve a Christian 
world.” 

Within the last month the director was called to Bangor and Lewiston, Maine, 
to confer with the leaders of the Maine Council of Religious Education on their 
Adult Education Movement and lead some conference groups at the regional con- 
ventions sponsored by this organization. 

Here in Connecticut the resources of this movement are being made available 
through the natural channels of our interchurch and denominational bodies. It is 
related to almost every activity of our church life. We commend it to our local 
church leaders as one of the most serious efforts to make religion real and point out 
what it means to be a true follower of Christ in this time of tragic moral and re- 
ligious confusion. Let us counsel with you and your church leaders about this. 

I wish to express my gratitude for the cordial spirit of support from the Board 
of Managers, my associates in the office and the Convention officials, and all the 
staff of the American Baptist Publication Society. The services of Mrs. Percival E. 
Dixon, who has given so generously of her time and Christian devotion to our 
Children’s Work, are invaluable. We thank God for all that has been achieved 
and acknowledge with genuine pleasure the fine spirit of cooperation and fraternal 
good will of our pastors and lay workers who have contributed to the making of 
whatever values our program has produced.

ANNUAL REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CHILDREN’S WORK 

1935 - 36 

We rejoice that Children’s Work is coming out of the depression and that leaders 
in our Baptist churches are showing a new spirit of consecration and of eagerness to 
improve their methods and techniques by reading, by study and by experimentation. 
The attendance at special conferences is higher than it has been in five years. At 
least two associations have given children’s work a place on the program. New Haven 
and New London. Next year, we hope there will be others. Several local churches 
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are holding regular conferences of the children’s division workers. Some new Nursery 
groups have been organized not because it is "something new” but because leaders 
realize that when the two-year-old finds his church a place of happy experiences, one 
of the foundation stones of Christian experience has been laid. 

Your Director has sent out the usual bi-monthly letter to her Key-leaders, six 
in all, enclosing materials that she hopes will be helpful to local workers, and has 
spent much time in personal correspondence with those who desired her help. More 
churches have been visited than last year. Five new Key-leaders have been added to 
the roll, but a revision of this list to include only those who are actively engaged in 
work with children is the next project to be undertaken. 

This year the Director has given much more time to the State Council of Re- 
ligious Education than ever before. She shared with other children’s workers the 
creating of the pre-Easter booklet for devotional use of children and parents. One 
of these was sent to each Key-leader. The response of our Baptist churches to this 
effort was most gratifying, though we did not support it to the degree that we 
should. A similar "Fellowship of Prayer” is already in preparation. Let us get our 
orders in early this time. She also served on the State Vacation School Committee 
and taught in the State Leadership Training Institute at Plainville last June. I’hrough 
the Council and the American Baptist Publication Society she was privileged to re- 
ceive the inspiration of the International School of Leadership at Lake Winnipesaukee, 
an experience which is bound to make for better service of the Master. 

Our own Summer Assembly at Storrs was, of course, a very rich experience. 
Classes in Children’s Work had about the same enrollment as usual, but did more 
and better work than ever before. The meeting of the Commission on Christian 
Education, July 11th, was a high point of the year. There were about 30 children’s 
workers present. To the inspiration of this meeting may be credited the present 
steady gain in interest among our leaders. Emphasis is now being placed upon "Bet- 
ter Ways of Using our Lesson Materials”, especially the "unit approach” of modern 
public education. 

Notable improvements have been made in our Baptist publications for children. 
The new Keystone Kindergarten (Beginners) Lessons many of you are enjoying now. 
"Children’s Leader” is to be better than ever this year and should be in circulation 
in every one of our Baptist Church Schools. "Junior World”, our story paper for 
boys and girls, is now an 8-page magazine and full of information as well as enter- 
tainment. 

There have been moments when discouragement has almost mastered your Di- 
rector of Children’s Work during the last few years. But today I feel that our 
Baptist Children’s Work in Connecticut is definitely on the up-grade. I bespeak 
your friendship and cooperation as we start a new year.

MEN’S COUNCIL FINDINGS 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

October 15, 1936. 

At the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Outing and Conference, held June 27-28, 
the Baptist Men of the State, definite goals have been set by the men after hearing 
W. G. Boyle, of New York, who conducted a discussion on the subject: "WHAT 
HAS CHRIST ASKED HIS FRIENDS TO DO FOR HIM?” He emphasized 
six important things that the men should do. 

1. Evangelize; 

2. Support Missions; 

3. Teach; 

4. Love God and Worship Him; 

5. Practice being a good neighbor; 

6. Use one’s money in a truly Christian Manner. 

This discussion was followed by an inspirational address by Dr. J. C. Robbins, 
of New York, on the subject: "OUR ASSURANCE OF GOD”. As the result of 
this very interesting conference, the officers of the State Council felt that more men 
in Connecticut should hear W. G. Boyle; through the fine co-operation of Dr. Sloat 
and Rev. H. E. Hinton, our new promotional Director, and the help of the various 
Councilmen throughout the state, Mr. W. G. Boyle was secured to talk to the various 
Associational Meetings as well as several Men’s Group Dinner Meetings held in dif- 
ferent sections of the state. Mr. Boyle spent two weeks in Connecticut from Sept. 
22 to Oct. 7, speaking to 350-400 men. We feel that his coming to our state has 
helped us in a better way to meet the problems of our Baptist Churches. We are 
indebted to the National Council for their splendid way in co-operating with our 
State Council. 
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One other very important Goal that our Council is undertaking to do is the 
promotion and carrying on of the work of the Enlistment the last two weeks of 
February and the first two weeks in March, together with Men’s Fellowship Dinners 
throughout the State early in 1937. At one of our Council meetings last April we 
have adopted the Slogan: "CONNECTICUT BAPTIST MEN FORWARD”.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

Your committee cannot give accurate and detailed facts or figures concerning 
the state of the churches in respect to evangelism. We think of evangelism as the 
whole life of the church. In terms of baptisms it is a satisfaction to report that the 
year has been one of progress. Seven hundred twenty -seven have been baptized, 361 

received by letter, and 213 by experience. The net increase for the year is 297. In com- 

parison with the total expenditure of money by our churches it may seem that the cost is 
high and may even suggest inefficiency or neglect. However, we must remember 
that the churches get more than a few new members for the money spent. The 
total ministry of the church must be measured both in the church body and in the 
impact on the life of the community served. When measured in terms of helpful- 
ness, inspiration, comfort and such like elements of service, every dollar is well 
spent and earns large dividends. Evangelism is more than a matter of a few new 
members and of dollars spent. 

Your committee has observed a healthy condition among the churches. Pastors 
are alert and doing heroically, often under difficult circumstances. Nearly every 

pastor has the evangelistic spirit and his passion for souls and willingness to serve 
only awaits a larger enthusiasm, cooperation and consecration on the part of the 

members. 

There is no evidence that the work of preaching, pastoral ministry or community 
service is being neglected by the rank and file of God’s faithful ministers, throughout 
the State. A growing spirit of optimism is evident among the ministers and Chris- 
tian laymen. It would seem that we are set for a new awakening of interest in Christ 
and His cause. 

We are fortunate, as we look forward to the present season of work, in having 
the impetus of the National Preaching Mission and this should give impetus to 
our evangelistic efforts by creating a favorable atmosphere, but publicity and united 
action. No pastor can afford to neglect this strategic opportunity. He should keep 
his people well informed as to the progress of the movement and should enlist the 
active participation of large numbers of representative laymen and women. 

A Two-Day Preaching Mission will be held in about twenty centers throughout 
the State during the week of prayer, January 3rd to 9th. Key leaders from all our 
churches should attend these regional meetings and catch the spirit and enthusiasm 
and purpose of the movement. The number who attend will in a large measure de- 
pend on the interest and energy of the pastor. 

In the period following the week of prayer and before Easter, every church 
should plan an eight-day preaching mission, either as a local project or in conjunc- 
tion with some neighborhood group. It should be easier for our churches to hold 
a successful evangelistic meeting this season than for many years past. Let us 
make the most of this opportunity. It will be easy to see local difficulties and just 
as easy to over-emphasize them. Let us take courage and brush every seeming ob- 
stacle aside and make the voice of the Church to be heard throughout the whole 
Baptist constituency. 

Your committee has been working in close cooperation with the State Council 
of Churches and Religious Education in the organization of a Committee representing 
all the religious groups in the State and heartily and prayerfully commends the plan 
and the program as outlined by this central committee.

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 

OF CONNECTICUT 

October 16, 1936. 

"Forward” has been the motto of this Society for the past year. As our 
Secretary-Director, Mrs. Brown, says: "There is no way to go forward but to go”. 
With our hearts and minds directed toward this purpose, we can report progress. 
We have not reached our goal in every instance, but we are not discouraged. We 
report more societies; again of 135 subscriptions to Missions; and ^2,540.00 raised 
in the Gift Boxes, a gain of ^1,278.00. Mrs. Brown, in her speaking tour last win- 
ter, visited every association and discussed many problems with the women of those 
associations. She is working hard to promote the growth and development of our 
local societies and to increase our interest and giving. 

The depression has apparently reached the Reading Contest and the Schools of 
Missions. We certainly need the laymen to help us out here. Miss MacKenzie 
urges the church missionary chairmen to "attack, accomplish, and report” some piece 
of work during the winter. Mrs. Gardner still believes that readers make intelligent 
givers. New plans have been adopted for the Reading Contest. 

Our other Secretaries are as busy as ever, carrying on their work with energy 
and enthusiasm. The Civics Committee is especially busy this year. The Prayer 
Leader is endeavoring to establish Prayer Groups in every church. She feels that 
were this done the whole life of the church would be quickened. 

There are 42 W. W. G. Societies in 28 churches. 
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Of especial note is the progress of the C. W. C. Mrs. Gates reports 36 C. W. C. 
groups as against 11 a year ago. This is most encouraging to the women also. 

We would urge the local societies to plan now to send in their reports promptly 
in April. The delay and the omissions of the work done renders the final reports 
of much less value. If you have made some progress in your church, report it. 

At the House Party, which reported the largest attendance in its history (about 
200 in number), the subject was "Windows”. "We must look forward through 
larger windows than we did last year.” Mrs. Moody, who brought us such a bless- 
ing before, was present to lead out devotional periods. She said we must keep our 
windows very clean, and push up the shades and look up. 

We feel that we are laying the foundation for a splendid Forward Movement. 
No changes have had to be made in the personnel of our officers and secretaries for 
the year. We are fortunate in having as our president a woman whose life-long de- 
votion to Missions has given her a rich experience which, together with her keen 
sense of humor and her rare common sense, makes her a leader we are proud to 
follow. Our secretaries too are women of vision, many of them with first-hand in- 
formation of the plans and projects of the denomination. It remains for the women 
of the local societies to do their part. 

We have definite goals for this year as follows: 

50 Honor Societies. 

1000 Subscriptions to Missions. 

^6500 from the Gift Boxes. 

In closing we would like to repeat a portion of the pledge which we read with 
Mrs. Brown at the House Party. If each individual present makes this a part of 

his or her life, we shall go forward: 

I Will Go Forward In My Thinking. I will give place in my thoughts 

to our denominational plans. 

I Will Go Forward In My Prayer. I will daily seek God’s Guidance 
and pray that His kingdom may come on earth. 

I Will Go Forward In My Prayer Life. I will seek God’s Guidance 

wherever I am needed. 

I Will Go Forward In My Giving. 

Finally, in spite of social unrest, economic conditions, and the chaotic 
state of world affairs, I WILL, WITH GOD’S HELP, HAVE FAITH 
IN THE FUTURE, AND GO FORWARD.

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Several churches have tried intensive Missionary Edticatioa in the Church School, 
with marked success. For periods varying from four to six weefes all the classes 
have studied Missions. They have had Special Speakers, Projects, Exhibits, Slides, 
Movies, and other means of Education during this period. Ttcf find that this type 
of school overcomes the difficulty of having present only those alceady intierested in 
Missions as is sometimes the case with Mission Study Classe*, 

Another effective means of reaching the whole Church CDOStitiBCOo/' is tO' have 

a Missionary Sunday when the church is host to a Mission, ary fatnily Motning 

Service, the various departments of the Church School ,and the Yoittnig Pteoiplc’s .So- 
ciety provide opportunities for all ages to come in co,ntact frith tlie gnirats .arid to 
learn of their work. 

The subjects for study for this year are vital and mteiesting .and the church 
which makes a real effort to have a worthwhile program of Misisiooiaif' EdBcation 
will find that it is repaid with added vitality for its own local woek.

READING CONTEST — 1935 - 36 

The Department of Missionary Education recently announced their decision 
gradually to change the name of the Reading Contest to Reading Program. There 
seems to be a general feeling that we have outgrown the "contest”, which did its 
work in promoting missionary reading when it was a new enterprise, but that by 
now the habit of reading should have been well formed. 

The Board voted unanimously at their annual meeting in May to cooperate 
with the National Society in the Reading Program. Instead of awarding a loving 
cup to the church in each association for the greatest number of points in proportion 
to resident membership, to encourage the reading for its own sake by offering a 
book of the year to the church in each association making the greatest gain in num- 
ber of books read over the preceeding year. The past year’s record in missionary 
reading has not been satisfying. We feel, however, that gain or loss cannot be al- 
together measured by the number of books read but by an ever increasing intelli- 
gence in missionary and world affairs and in understanding and friendliness toward 
people of other races.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL ACTION 

The Committee on Social Action has suffered heavy casualties. The Chairman, 
Rev. Sankey Lee Blanton, has moved from the state, as has also Rev. John Milton 
Moore, D. D., its ablest spokesman. So we are in the way of having lost both 
our head and our voice. What Providence ordained that the least of the privates 
in the ranks should be Elisha to these departing fathers in Israel to catch their man-

ties is one of the "hidden things”. V^e who failed to make the Chariot when it 
swung low for them have scarcely had time to find ourselves and re-organize. Nev- 
ertheless, we salute the Convention with a hopeful and — we trust — brave word. 

There are fashions in religion as in other things. We woke up one day two 
or three years ago to hear everybody talking about Social Action. V^hether Social 
Action was a by-product of the New Deal or was of some more obscure origin we 
did not stop to inquire. Before we knew it, the Northern Baptist Convention had 
a Commission on Social Action. Whether they discovered that this new name was 
of European origin and signified a rather closer alliance between the church and 
politics than this country has been accustomed to is doubtful, but the majority of 
Baptists who had money enough to get to the Northern Baptist Convention in Saint 
Louis were skittish of its sound and the new ideas putting forth under it and pro- 
ceeded to kill off the Commission after two years of lusty infancy. Its remains 
lie buried in the Committee on Social Service of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
three members of which by vote of the Convention must have been former members 
of the deceased Commission. 

It is not implied that the Commission on Social Action failed of worthy ac- 
complishments nor that what it did will be lost to the denomination. The Rev. 
D. U. S. Mitchell, who is the next executive officer of the Committee on Social Ser- 
vice, is present at this Convention and on the program to tell us fully about what 
has been accomplished and about what we are to do from this point onward. 

V^e in Connecticut yielded to the decree of fashion and dropped the old name 
"Social Service” for the new name "Social Action”. Being a land of steady habits, 
we have not been so nimble at reversing ourselves as the more mercurial national 
body of Baptists; so we are still advancing under the sign of Social Action. 

Wishing to live up to the implication of our new name, we resolved at the last 
meeting of the Committee to ask ' the Commission on Social Action what was indi- 
cated by the higher authorities and the general lie of the land as waiting to be done. 
We were ready to act, if we but knew. The reply to our inquiry brought word of 
the demise of the Commission and the advice to look about us for something to do. 
It stated that in Michigan Baptists' have a committee on Social Action that is jus- 
tifying its name and suggested that we might consult it for light. But the main 
reliance, we were told, should be on ourselves. Connecticut might not be far from 
the Kingdom of God in social progress, still we could never know when a sweat- 
shop might slip through the back-door from New York or some "economic royalist” 
might break bounds and go back to the good old ways. In any case, we should in 
due time, we were told, receive instructions from the Social Service Committee of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, now returned to its former pre-eminence and 
authority in this field. 

True to this promise, the Committee on Social Service has recently sent to the 
pastors a packet of timely literature on the alcohol problem and with it a letter 
asking the co-operation of the churches in carrying out "an intensive program of 
education and action” on this issue during the months of January and February. 
Your Committee adds its feeble but earnest voice to this appeal. We could wish 
that we knew a bit more definitely what action can be taken, but the resolutions 
coming through from our national superiors seem to be as hazy on that point as 
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we are. However, education is the prime need, and if it be the right kind of edu- 
cation, it may prove to be the best and most effective action possible at the present 
time. We would seriously lay upon all our churches the responsibility to take up 
this task again, realizing that if it shall ever be done at all it must be done by them. 

Looking about us in Connecticut for something calling for action, we find that 
the General Assembly is to meet soon for what is expected to be a short session. 
We can be sure that it will not be too short for the introduction of anti-social meas- 
ures. On the other hand, there will be constructive proposals informed by Christian 
social ideals. It is important that the church constituencies shall be acquainted with 
both sides. The policy of your Committee is to co-operate with the Commission on 
Social Action of the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education in 
placing before all the churches such information as will help to form an intelligent 
judgment concerning bills up for passage by the General Assembly. Communica- 
tions generally are sent to the pastors. Their assistance is asked in relaying the 
information to the laity. 

In this connection, we call attention to the Social Relations Conference of the 
Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education to be held in the Im- 
manuel Congregational Church and the Hartford Theological Seminary on Tuesday, 
October 20, the program of which will be truly notable because of the distinguished 
speakers and the timely social question which they are to discuss. Each church is 
invited to appoint at least five delegates to this Conference, and more can be ac- 
commodated. 

Within this Committee cognizance has been taken of several trends in our Amer- 
ican life which ought to give Baptists concern. The increasing encroachment on 
the right of free speech might be expected to draw their fire. Free speech, however, 
is an arousing issue only when people are burning to champion causes which the 
Prince of this world frowns upon; just as religious liberty is prized only when religion 
is dear. We raise the question whether Baptists are dealing with the great issues of 
these stirring times in a way to draw the wrath of "the rulers of the darkness of 
this world”. 

You are all as close to the Connecticut scene as the members of this Committee. 
We suggest that it is in order for you to help with discovering where the efforts 
of the Convention in the line of Social Action should be directed. Perhaps some 
of you are specially fitted by your interest in this sphere to serve on the Commit- 
tee on Social Action. There are not only vacancies, as we have noted, but others 
would be willingly created. The Committee invites and desires your counsel and 
co-operation.

keep the United States from going to war and to achieve World peace. 

3. That in view of the disappearance of the spirit of Christian neighborliness 
in our community life that we seek to relate ourselves more intelligently with the 
problems of social, racial, economic and moral needs and concern ourselves more in- 
timately with the solution of such social evils as intemperance, juvenile delinquency, 
crime and lawlessness, civic indifference, political corruption, vice, gambling and lot- 
tery. 

4. That in view of the dissatisfaction, restlessness and uncertainties of Youth 
we present to them more vividly the life and principles of Jesus Christ with confi- 
dence believing that in Him lies the spiritual power and pattern of conduct which 
will produce a moral and spiritual dynamic that leads to moral poise and solution 
of their problems more satisfactorily that they would otherwise obtain.

STANDING 

Ordinations 

Mr. C. Howard Hopkins, graduate of Redlands University, Redlands, California, 
and of Yale Divinity School, was ordained at the First Baptist Church of New 
Haven, of which he was a member, February 23, 1936. 

Note of another ordination should be made, that of Mr. William handles Shan- 
non, at the Olivet Baptist Church of New Haven. This ordination was authorized 
by the First Christian Church of Durant, Oklahoma, (Disciples of Christ), yet it 
was held in association with the congregation of the Olivet Baptist Church, with 
several Baptist ministers participating. The date was March 18, 1936. 

Changes in the Ministry 

During the year: 

Eight ministers have removed from the State; 

Four have made a change of pastorate within the State; 

One has resigned without charge; 

Thirteen have been welcomed in the State; 

One candidate has been ordained; 

And one has passed to his Heavenly reward. 

The Standard Adopted by the Convention, 1934 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of the 
Committee on Ministerial Standing, and should be sent to all the churches of 
the Association. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation; 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years of col- 
lege studies. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational preparation listed above, 
ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a two years’ 
course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for missionary 
or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth upon 
subjects kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy Spirit; 
the Church ond Its Ordinances; World Wide Missions; and he should be able 
to give evidence of the implications of these truths in their relation to the life 
of the individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
Dr. John Bunyan Lemon 

Dr. John. Bunyan Lemon, who retired from the ministry in 1933 upon comple- 
tion of fifty years of service, died at his home in Providence, on January 4th, 1936, 
in his 74th year. He was born at Nace, Virginia. He graduated from Richmond 
College in 1885, and from Rochester Theological Seminary in 1888. The degree 
of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him by Richmond College in 1904. He 
was a prolific writer of religious books. His pastorates were at Cartersville, Virginia; 
Rochester, New York; Willimantic, Connecticut; Manchester, New Hampshire; Cleve- 
land, Ohio; and Greenfield, Massachusetts. Dr. Barbour, president of Brown Uni- 
versity, a classmate of Dr. Lemon, once declared: Dr. Lemon has exalted the great 
calling of the ministry.” He leaves a widow, and a son and daughter to whom we 
extend sincere sympathy. 

Rev. Charles Lane Buckingham 

Rev. Charles Lane Buckingham was born October 22, 1865. He graduated from 
Morgan High School in 1883. He was converted in 1890' and joined the Baptist 
Church in Clinton, Connecticut. Graduating from Hamilton Theological Seminary 
in 1896, he went for his first pastorate to South Windham, Vermont, being ordained 
there in 1897. He had pastorates in five New England States, and three in New 
York State. His pastorates in Connecticut were at Suffield, First; and Plainville. 
He died January 7th, 1936. 

Rev. William Gussman 

Rev. William Gussman, at one time pastor of the First Baptist Church, Water- 
ford, died on January 28, 1936, at a convalescent home in Revere, Mass., after an 
illness of several months, aged 86 years. He was born at Hesse Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, but came to this country when a small child. Boyhood days were spent in 
New Britain and New Haven where he received his education at a private military 
school, and at Yale Theological Seminary. He was an active pastor for fifty years 
and had been a helpful friend to a _ great many people, of all nationalities and creeds. 
He married Florence N. Hayward of Willsboro, N. Y., 59 years ago and she with 
four children survive him: Mary E. Gussman, of Revere, Mass.; E. Dryden Guss- 
man, of Roxbury, Vermont; Mrs. George H. Gallup, of Waterford, Conn.; and Dr. 
Hayward W. Gussman, of Medford, Mass. 

Rev. Joseph Kovach 

Rev. Joseph Kovach, pastor of the Hungarian Baptist Church of Wallingford, 
died on Sunday, April 26, 1936. Ordained to the ministry when a young man of 
twenty-three, he served two pastorates in Martins Ferry, Ohio; and had a pastorate 
in Canton, Saskatchewan, Canada. From there he came to Wallingford, six and a 
half years ago, and at once gained the confidence of his parishioners. His funeral 
service was conducted by Rev. Arthur Stumph, pastor of the First Hungarian Church 
of Bridgeport and Professor S. Drasz, of the East Orange Seminary, N. J. He left 
besides his wife, six daughters, the Misses Julia, Helen, Esther, Margaret, and Ethel, 
and Mrs. Mary Fekete, all of Wallingford; one sister, Julia, of Hungary; and two 
brothers, Kelveder of Canada, and Frank of Hungary. The family have the sym- 
pathy of the friends in this our State Convention.

Rev. John M. Collins, pastor of the Second Baptist Church, North Stonington 
from 1913 to April 1916, died February 7, 1936, in Pawtucket, R. I. He was 91 
years old.

I am sorry to report that we only have 28 churches which have guild chapters, 
but they have 42 active groups with 633 members. This past year there has been 

five new guilds organized: two in Bridgeport, one in Willimantic; one in Waterford, 

and one in Essex. 

This year the theme is "Sundials”. As the sundial is dependent on the sun 
for its usefulness, so Christians are dependent on Jesus, the Son of Righteousness, 
as their leader and guide, in order that they may be dependable. 

The World Wide Guild is training the girls to form the habit of cooperating 

and depending on God and Christ as their guide and thus they will be able to ac- 

complish greater things for others. In order to do this they must study and learn 
more about God and his great works. The girls have held 305 program meetings, 
and 50 mission study classes. Ten chapters qualified in the reading contest, which 
means that every member read five books — two home, two foreign, and one inspira- 
tional. 341 girls entered this contest, reading 1645 books and thus gained 11,860 
points. These points also count on the Women’s Reading Contest. 112 members 
have "Missions” in their homes and from reading this magazine they receive a great 
deal of information as well as inspiration. Twenty-eight of our chapters sent girls 
to summer assemblies. These girls came back from these mountain-top experiences 
with a new determination to carry on the missionary work in their own church. 
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The "Sundial” depends upon the sun in order to tell us the correct tinae. It 
divides our days into hours and minutes. These hours are divided into periods for 
refreshment, work, recreation and rest. Time should be allocated for religious duties 
and service for others. The Guild Girls are learning the joy of serving by giving 
their time to His work. Thirty-eight of the chapters did White Cross work, and 
spent over ^159.00 for this work. The girls are teaching in Sunday School, help- 
ing with Junior Guilds and the C. W. C. as well as being active in their Y. P. S. 
and other organizations in the church. They have brought cheer to the shut-ins by 
singing Christmas Carols, sending them cards, visiting them and making May Bas- 
kets. They have helped the needy by fixing baskets of food for them, visiting the 
town farm and old people’s homes and singing to them. They have given plays 
and pageants and presented them to the public and thus bringing the missionary 
message before them. In this way they have been able to earn money to give to 
the missionary gift of the church. Connecticut Guild Girls gave ^826.00 to the 
special guild gift, which also counted on the missionary budget of the church. 

The girls give their time, money and also their prayers. Guild Vesper Services 
are held the first Sunday in December every year. 

Guild Girls also have time for fun. They have hikes, socials, and rallies. Last 
fall we held three rallies throughout the state. They were in Preston City, Stam- 
ford, and the Calvary Baptist Church of New Haven. At these meetings we had 
230 girls. Our spring rallies were held in Stratford, Willimantic, and New Britain, 
with an attendance of 210 girls. This fall we are holding two — New London on 
November 7th, and Ansonia on November 14th. These meetings are for all girls 
of the state, but are sponsored by the guilds. The Annual W. W. G. Houseparty 
was held at Indian Point House, Stoney Creek, again this year. We had as our 
guest Miss Fannie Northcott, the same missionary that the women had at their 
houseparty; Miss Helene Moore, W. W. G. Secretary for Eastern Massachusetts, 
and her White Cross Secretary, Mrs. Bertha Ferry. The State Candelabra was 
presented to the Senior chapter of the Huntington Street Baptist Church of New 
London for obtaining the highest number of points on the State Standard of Excel- 
lence. The Teen Age Chapter of the Calvary Baptist was presented with a book 
for their fine work during the past year. The little Junior Chapter in Stepney, 
which was organized a year ago, although they were unable to have any delegates 
at the houseparty, will be presented with their book at our rally in Ansonia, Nov. 
14th, for their outstanding record this past year. They received the highest num- 
ber of points on the state standard of any junior chapter in the state. 

The sundial depends on the sun. We depend on Christ for guidance, Christ 
depends on us to do His work in this world. What of tomorrow? His work will 
then depend on the High School pupils of today. Why not give them an oppor- 
tunity through the World Wide Guild to train themselves to work with God for 
the Whole World’s Good. W. W. G. not only means World Wide Guild, but 
it also means Women’s Work Guaranteed! 

Yes, the Guild Girls in Connecticut are pledging and giving of their time, 
money and prayer, but they need your cooperation. Are you willing to help?

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REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S WORLD CRUSADE 
FOR CONNECTICUT 

Our report this year should be challenging to the churches of Connecticut, for 
it shows an increase in C. W. C. groups, more children giving to missions, more 
groups studying and reading missionary books and more service activities. 

A year ago we reported 11 C. W. C. groups. Now we are able to report 37 
groups, made up of 20 Crusade Companies, 12 Herald Bands, apd 5 Jewel Bands, 
with a membership of 800 children. 

They have given ^167.91 to Missions. The special gift container, the Wonder 
Wheel, which contains ten slots for 10 dimes will be used again this year. Any 
money that the children give to Missions, whether it be through the church enve- 
lope, in a missionary collection, or in the Wonder Wheels counts on the missionary 
quota of the church and may be credited to the C. W. C. This money should be 
reported to your state secretary and sent through your church treasurer to Rev. 
H. E. Hinton, state promotion director, 455 Main Street, Hartford. 

Many of the C. W. C. groups have studied home missions for six consecutive 
Sundays in the fall and foreign missions for six Sundays in the winter or early 
spring. Some programs have been carried on during the extended session of the 
church school or in the junior church; others on Saturday afternoons or in Church 
Schools of Missions. Our home mission theme this year is "The Negro in Amer- 
ica” and the study book is "We Sing America” by Marion Cuthbert, for both 

junior and primary groups. Our foreign theme is "Africa”. The textbook for 
juniors is "In the African Bush”, Schwab, and for primary children, "The Call 

Drum”, Ehtwistle. 

Some children have had a part in the Reading Contest. 261 children read 

418 books. The church having the group with the largest number of books read, 
based on membership, was the New Milford Church. 

We have a traveling library in the state. Each associational secretary has a 

section of the library and any group may secure a loan of a section for four or 
six weeks by applying to your association secretary

There have been many service activities which we cannot list here. Some white 
cross work has been done. Eight boxes were sent to our missionaries. 

A National C. W. C. Rally Day is appointed each year, usually during the 
week of Easter vacation. Three simultaneous rallies were held in different sections 
of the state on April 4th. The children met together for reports, exhibitions, stories, 
games, contests and dramatizations. The day proved to be of interest and value. 
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Our motto for the year is "Put yourself in his place”. We are trying to help 
the children to develop Christian attitudes of friendliness, appreciation and under- 
standing toward children of other races. 

Our most challenging responsibility as well as our greatest opportunity is to 
train the children of today to become the leaders of tomorrow. The hope of the 
world is in the children. When we train our boys and girls in the principles of 
Christ concerning world-wide missions and brotherhood, we need not fear for the 
future of the world.

Saturday, Oct. 17, 1936 — Asylum Avenue Baptist Church, Hartford 

This organization exists to aid worthy students to secure adequate education for 
full time Christian service. Each student desiring aid must agree to carry out in full 
the following contract: 

"Is it your intention to prepare for the Baptist Christian Ministry? Should 
experience justify a change to another denomination, or, cause you to enter into 
any other pursuit than the Baptist ministry would you cheerfully return, as soon as 
possible, the entire amount the society may have granted you?” 

The Society granted eighteen scholarships last year. Eleven of these were to 
students in college and seven to students in various Seminaries. The total amount 
of the scholarships was ^2,031.25. 

If there is a decline in denominational giving there is no decline in applications 
from young people to secure aid to complete their education for the Christian min- 
istry. New applicants this year will increase our scholarships to twenty-one and there 
are several more that would like to have aid. The Society hopes to have adequate 
funds to meet its budget for the coming year.

October 15, 1936

The meeting was called to order by President John B. Pharr, D. D., New 
Haven. Rev. Earle M. Hand, Ansonia, conducted a brief service of worship. The 
President then appointed as members of the nominating committee A. W. Warren, 
L. T. Mallery and R. W. Ferguson to bring in names for officers of the ensuing 
year. The Secretary’s report for the previous meeting was read by A. W. Jones, 
Branford, and accepted. 
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E. E. Gates, D. D., Hartford, reported one ordination during the year, that 
of C. Howard Hopkins, New Haven, of nine removals outside of the state, thirteen 
new pastors, and one death.

The 98th Annual Meeting of the Fairfield Association was opened by the Mod- 
erator. Rev. George Haskell, of Rowayton, led the devotional service. 

At the business session excerpts from the letters of fourteen Churches received 
to date by the Clerk were given. 

First Baptist, Bridgeport, reported the resignation of Rev. John Milton Moore, 
D. D., because of his health and it was received with much regret. They enter their 
Centennial year. Dr. Freas has been reappointed to the First Church as their mis- 
sionary since his reappointment by the foreign board to Sona Bata, Beige, West 
Africa. They also have Rev. A. N. Cain as their missionary to the Indians at 
Anadarko, Oklahoma. / 
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The King’s Highway Church reports progress in all the activities of the Church 
under the leadership of their new minister, Rev. Daniel Meyhoefer. 

Second Baptist, Bridgeport, moves forward with a new minister. Rev. William 
Wallace Sullivan. They report the death of Miss Elizabeth Thomas, long a faith- 
ful member and consecrated Christian worker. 

The Hungarian pastor and his wife have done extensive calling with good re- 
sults. They have lost by death two faithful members, Peter Barath, deacon and 
treasurer for 15 years, and Andrew Szeman, a converted Greek Catholic professor. 

Danbury presented Rev. Richard G. Stacy as their new pastor from the Mount 
Washington Church, Pittsburgh, Penn. They have as their missionaries. Rev. Frank 
and Mrs. Manley Nellore, South India. Their parsonage has been redecorated and 
a carload of coal paid for is in the Church cellar. They report a most active year 
under the leadership of Rev. L. A. Clayton with suppers. Institutes, Evangelistic cam- 
paigns, Daily Vacation Bible Schools, and Radio Services. 

At New Milford, Rev. D. Trick and his wife conducted a Week-day School of 
Religion, and each Thursday the Pastor gave Religious Lectures. There is an active 
missionary spirit in this Church. 

Stratford rejoices in a new minister. Rev. D. Wright Lunsford, and a new Church 
School addition. Their summer prayer-meetings have been unusually well attended 
and their young people’s work most active. The men are renovating the kitchen. 
All money is raised by pledge and popular subscription. 

Stamford had a School of Missions covering four groups for a period of six 
weeks. They report all bills paid and substantial payments of their indebtedness. 
The Fellowship suppers have become a permanent institution of the Church. 

Stratfield reports Church and Parsonage repainted. The Church School has 
been increased greatly by the coming to the Community of the Woodfield School, 
formerly the Bridgsport Protestant Orphanage. Women and Young People are 
very active. They report the death of Mrs. Esther Denchfield, widow of Rev. 
Thomas G. Denchfield, former minister of Stratfield and Stepney Churches. She 
was for many years Treasurer of the Church, a devoted Christian and a loyal mem- 
ber of the Church. She was always interested in the cause of missions and promoted 
it in every way. A Junior Worshipper’s League of 25 children attend the morning 
services. 

South Norwalk suffered in the loss of their Church building by fire. They have 
been carrying on awaiting the decision as to future building. Three choirs, led by 
Mrs. Ziegler, wife of the pastor, have grown to a membership of 80. Meetings are 
held at the Y. M. C. A. and at various homes. Thirteen members were baptized 
in the Methodist Church baptistry and a total of 28 were received during the year. 
This Church also reported 12 deaths during the year from their membership. 

Rev. W. G. Backlund, of the Swedish Church, Bridgeport, preached the morn- 
ing sermon on the "Changeless God”, a timely address for a changing age.

The Stamford Church ladies served an excellant dinner to all the delegates and 
visiting friends. 

In the afternoon. Dr. George R. Baker presented the Forward Movement. He 
suggested that we replace a benevolent spirit with an active beneficence in keeping with 
the Great Commission of the Lord Jesus Christ to go into all the world to Teach, 
Preach and Baptize. 

An unusually fine address was given by Rev. Horatio S. Hill, Director of the 
New York Educational Center and formerly the Director of Religious Education at 
the great Abyssinian Baptist Church of New York. He told of the work of this 
greatest of Churches, numbering 14,000. He also discussed clearly and effectively 
the dawning of the new day in interracial understanding, the unsolved problems the 
colored people face and the future of the negro and the part the Christian Church 
must play in it.

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The 147th Annual Meeting of the Hartford Baptist Association 

The Hartford Baptist Association held their 147th annual sessions in the audi- 
torium of the Plainville Baptist Church, on Oct. 2nd, 1936. The meeting was called 
to order promptly at 10 a. m. by the moderator. Rev. J. H. Pollard, Ph. D. The 
secretary was then called upon to read the rules of order as required by the consti- 
tution. The Rev. E. L. Nield then led a brief devotional service, after which the 
moderator appointed the following committees — Nominations: Rev. E. L. Nield, Rev.

The clerk, at this time read the Obituary Report and a moment of silent prayer 
closed by the Moderator, was offered in recognition of the dead. 

At this time there followed three short addresses as follows: 

1. "Significant Trends In Our Churches”, Rev. E. M. Conway. 

2. "Fellowship”, Rev. L. F. Requa, of Southington. 

3. "The Church and Social Issues”, Rev. David P. Gaines, Waterbury. 

At this point the Rev. L. F. Requa of Southington offered the following reso- 
lution: 

"Resolved that the desire of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board that 
all Churches in the Northern Baptist Convention give one Communion offering of 
the year as a constantly recurring expression of a practical fellowship with the aged 
and needy men and women who have served as pastors and the wives of pastors of 
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our churches be much taken to heart by the churches of our association, and that 
on the program of Next Year’s Association an Honor List of churches so co-oper- 
ating be read and spread upon the Minutes.” 

The above resolution was duly seconded and approved. Thereupon the Rev. 
Requa offered the following special resolution: 

"Be it resolved that this Association vote Twenty-Five (^25.00) Dollars to be 
contributed from The Ministers’ and Widows’ Fund to the Ministers’ and Mission- 
aries’ Benefit Board.” 

The above resolution was duly seconded and passed unanimously. 

At this time the Rev. John H. McLean, pastor of the First Church of New 
Haven, preached the Annual Sermon using as his subject: "The Man in Their 
Midst”. This was a very fine sermon in every particular and lifted the congrega- 
tion to a fine experience in the possibilities of the constant presence of Jesus in life’s 
experiences. 

Following the sermon. Dr. Gaines spoke feelingly in tribute to Dr. Isaac W. 
Reed, pastor of the Entertaining Church. Dr. Gaines also told of the building of 
the Grace Baptist Church’s new building. 

The Clerk, at this time, brought to the Association the greetings of the Rev. 
Burtt N. Timbie, pastor of the Meriden First Church, and spoke briefly of the 
splendid meetings in that church which were in progress and moved that the Asso- 
ciation send to the First Baptist Church of Meriden its congratulations and greet- 
ings upon the completion of One Hundred Fifty Years as a church.

Speakers were Mrs. Skoglund of 
New Haven, and Mrs. Sage of the First Church, New Haven. Mrs. Sage reported 
on the Women’s House Party.

The Choir of the Grace Baptist Church then entertained with a delightful pro- 
gram of music, which was greatly appreciated by all present. 

The closing address of the day was given by the Rev. Edwin T. Settle, Ph. D., 
pastor of the West Haven Church. Mr. Settle used as his subject “Religious Edu- 
cation in Adult Churchmanship”. The address was indeed a fitting climax to a well 
spent day. 

The meeting was adjourned for one year, at 9:30 P. M.

The annual meeting of the New London Baptist Association convened with the 
Second Waterford Baptist Church at Quaker Hill on Tuesday, September 22nd, 
1936.

Pastors present, 14; visitors, 50; delegates, 60; State officials, 5.
